Bev^hinp Sirs, 

Tl O YOU, as having been ringleaders lii this ahti- 
christian meeting, I address my first letter; having 
|io better means of publicly answering your invec?- 
tives against Jesus Christ and his People^ and 
exposing, and thereby ^deavdnring to counteract^' 
the evils you are inflicting on the people. 

1 will nqt imitate the ribaldry and personal abuse 
you, forwantof better arguments, so unsparingly cm- 
ployed ; nor will 1 endeavour to excite the vindi«ttive 
passions of the people to violence and outrage, as was 
done at yptir ineetmg, by inflammatory harangued, 
and holding up to fhe execration of yelling thou- 
sands unoffending individuals, whose reasi^nin^ 
against your errors you are unable to answer, ana 
whose bold and fearless preaching of the tme Gospel 
of Chrijst >vill give the death blow to your supersti- 
tions. 1 will, in this letter, set you an example 
which it were to be wished you could imitate. JFas 
estabhosi^ cheer i — you may learn something useful 
even from qne you deem your enemy — 1 will deal 
with yoAi with the plainness and honesty becoming 
truth — I will leave scurrility and personal abuse to 
error and bigotry. 

It shall be made to appear, in the first places that 
you have no commission from the Lord Jesi» Christ 
tote^ch the doctrines of the Church of Borne; 

In the second, that you are not the lawful succes- 
sors of the Apostles ; 

And thirdly^ it will be seep whose succesjors ydu 
really are. 
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The first IS easily done; foir when Jesus Christ 
commissioned his Apostles., to go and teach all 
nations, and promised to be with them always, even 
unto the end of the world, he prefaced that promise 
with tHiis remarkable commaiidT— " Teaching them,'' ~ 
said he, " to observe all things whatsoever I have 
commanded you." Who then are they that prove 
their commission to be from Jesus Christ ? Those 
wto preiacfa Christ's Gospel': And with whom has 
be promised to be always ? with those who teach' 
the " observance of all thing's whatsoever he has 
comnmad^d*'' Now it shall be made so plain that 
you dppcither the one or the. other, that tne greatest 
uuiice in the country, who is not blinded by preju- 
dice,' cannot close his understanding to the convict 
tiott thereof. 

When our Lord ascended up to heaven, the 
Aixostles tvent 'forth in obedience to his command, 
Wtere shall we discover what Gospel they preached, 
and what observances they enjoined ? we learn^them 
from the inspired nq.rrativeof their proceedings, and 
from their own writings, the circulation of v»hich 
you so strenuously oppose, because you I^now their 
te^tim^ny is against you ; just as a p'erson about to 
be tried for an offence would wish the evidence he 
knows will convict him to be put out of the way. 
Any one who consults the^* Acts of the Apostles,'' 
will iind that wherever they went they preaeh6d 
reraissiqn.of sins in the name of the Lord Jesus ; that 
' their great object was to make Him known as the 
only name under heaven whereby men can be saved,' 
and by whom all that believe are justified from all 
things. In like manner St. Paul in his " Epistle to 
the Romans,'' (a very different Church from that 
which now calls itself by the same name,) taught the 
Gospel and observances that his Divine Master 
commanded. What was that Gospel ? see it in the 
ttiird and fourth chapters, wherehe declares all men'

are guilty before Goti, aiid th'at salratlon is to be 
had, not by the deeds of the law^ but by the inipyteiij* 
righteoUisness of tlte Son of God ; whom God hath se^ 
forth to be a propitiation through faith in his bipod. 
Let any otie read "without prejudice, the ep.tire 
Epistle^ and ,it will be as clear to him as that 
the sun shines at noonday, that the. ^Gospel ypu 
preach iii modem Home, is as different from that 
preached by the great Apostate of the Geji tiles \\\ 
anpient Rome as darkness is from li^ht. The" Acts' 
of thfe Apostles" contain a narrative of the doctrines 
taught, and observances enjoined by the Apostles 
in the Churches of Christ for about thirty. yjearsk 
after the. crucifixion ; the Epistles further elucidi^te* 
the same important subjects, and cputuiue the. 
account until nearly the close of the first century. 
Now, I ask, where in all the records of what was 
taught and practised in the primitive Churches for 
the first "hundred years do you find the ^fbinmission 
to teach the doctrine of Purgatory ? where do we 
read of any of the Apostles standing up arid saying 
^o a tsouiij^re^atiou — " Take noiictt that oh Sunday 
ii(3Xt a collection will be made, commonly called the 
collection of all souls ;. by your liberally coutribut- 
*'^g you will cither release your parents out uf 
Purgatory, or greatly mitigate their sutteriiigs H'* 

Again, I ask, where is your commission to offer a 
i^critice for the sins of the living and the dead^ 
daily on your altars? not, certainly, in the tenth 
chapter o^ St. PauFs Epistle to the Hebrews ; that 
Christian Mmister was c<nnmissi6ned to teach that 
Christ " should not offer himself often'' — that he was 
once offered to bear the sins of many"— 9th chap. 
25th and 28th verses. That the continual repetition 
of sacri^ces for sin is a» proof of their imperfection 
and inability to take away sin-r-lOth chap. That 
the body of Jesus Christ was offered once for all — 
10th yerse. That *• this man, after he had oJ^re J 



oA'ek^(sr\RcQ for i?in$, for erer s»t down at the right 
haifd of God" — 12th verse. That '^ by one offering 
he hath perfected for cfver them that are sanctified'* 
— I4th verse. And that " therc is vq more 
oFFEl^iiCG FOR sin" — 18th vorse. 

The person, then, who commissioned jfou to make 
an offermg for thasins of the living and dead every 
Sunday on your altars, must be a very different 
person from him who commissioned the Apostle to 
declare there can be no* such thing : if yours' is the 
riffht commisson^ Saint Paul's was a wrong one ; if 
Jesus Christ commissioned you to say mass^ Saint 
Paul was a lying impostor. 

Men C|f infallibility^ put down the Holy Scrip-' 

tures — call uproarious multitudes together— abuse 

the nieuiory ,of Lijither and Calvin with impotent 

malice, like those who dug up the bones of Wickliffe 

out of his grave, to burn them for heresy— rail at 

all Bible and School Societies — burn all tracts, and 

eurse all Schoolmasters. ' But beware, especially 

beware, of the lOth chapter of Saint PauVs Epistle 

to th^ JBlebrews ! For so surely as the brightness of 

the rising sun disperses the darkness of night, will 

the glorious light of St. Paul's Gospel destroy your 

false one J; so surely as the little, pebble from the 

brook, when flung by David's arm, sunk deep in the 

forehead of the vaunting giant, Goliah, will the 

eighteenth Verse lay prostrate for ever the Host of 

the Mtass-^" %here is np more offering for sin.^^ 

Twist and torture the chapter as you will — write a 

thousand tracts and speak ten thousand speeches-^ 

put tho Apostle's words to the same torture that 

his body would suffer if he were in the dungeons of 

the Holy Inquisition, still the stubborn truth 

remains : "(here is no more offering tor sin.'* Tell 

us that St. Paul only alluded to the law sacrifices 

under tbe Mosaic Disj^ensation ; talk of your Mass 

being only a continuation of Calvery's sacrifice — 
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p]aisier made to appl^ idibthef pjaisfer ! a ransbtli 
j)aidvtbe second time i(ripn\yih^ fbrtaer paym^Jit't 
drivdlling noniisiise; * All wont do-^th6 nopfeciiii

author. Saint Paul says, " Though we or an angel 
from heaven, preach any other Gospel unto you, 
than that whicn we have preached utitoyou, let him 
be accursed'' — GaL 1, viii. Will you siay ^* Amen'' 
to this?' Take care what you do— yoii may curse 
othfefsatyour leisure, but whoever cursed himself ?

Beyerend and Bight Rev. Bible burners, behold 
your prototype I you are the genuine successors of 
Kin^ Jehoialcim.

He will t«|f«i our nativi? land iVom bemg 
the ohamel-house' were all the boman charities t|0 
buried into a rich repository of ^^ whatsoever Ihingi^ 
tie loraly and of good report; He wtit; by the 
preaehinp; of his Gospel^ calm the jarting ' antinof* 
aities of its inhabitants, ami stamp the long lost 
imfige of God on their souls, ereii as he changed by 
his word Gennesareth's stormy lake iuto a transit 
mirror reflecting in its bosom the heavens overhead. 
JLet me, ia conclusion, take npmy parable once 
more : We read in the fables of ^sop that the sun 
and the wind contended one day which wa^ th^ 
most powerful, they agreed to decide the matter by 
trying their respective strengths, to force from a 
countryman who was travelling, the great coat he 
wore* — The wind first commenced by assailing him 
with all his blasts-^the storm raged louder and 
fiercer as he went aloii^, the clouds were brought 
to assist with their hail stones and rain ; but the 
more the tempest raged the tighter the traveller 
gathered his clofldc around him, and having bis 
garments compact and elooe, braved its utmost fur 
-^The sun then in turn shone <mt fromllie heaven ; 
he chased away the clouds that Imgered after the 
storm ; by his mild and genial beams the dripping 

garments ot the traveller were dried ; at lei^th 
ia rays becoming more and more intense, the tra* 
vclUr threw of his cloak and the sun was victorious. 
Thus, the demagogues and Priests have been assail- 
ing the poor Irishmen with iiitemperate harangues 
and lying wonders i; he haabeen driven to madness 
and frequently excited to rebellion : his real cha- 
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racteir and dignity of nmid are kept conceafed m 

1>igotry and ignorance ; and he is forced to sbroud 
hiDiself in all the dark and malignant passions that 
degrade and aiake him miserable. But a brieliter 
day is beginning to dawn. The Goapel of the 
Saviour of men is shining upon his understanding. 
The clouds of error and superstition are already 
fleeing before the brightness of its rising. Irisbmea. 
are beginning to feel that they have no right to be 
in spicitual bondage to any one ; that the teeultiea 
God has given them are their own, that they haye a 
right to the free exercise of them in religious, 
inquiry, without being io^Jteded or contiouled by 
their fellow mortals — they will soon throw off the 
slough of the degrading superstitutioas in which 
they have been so long involved^ and stand forth 
the acknowledged worKmaaihip of Him who will 
crejite them unto righteousness and good works. 
Then will Ireland, indeed be happy and free, when 
its inhabitants from shore to shore shall possess and 
l^now the Sacred Scriptures ; when to the name of 
j£S03, only, and not to Picture., Priest, or Wafer, 
every kiiee shall bow, and every tongue confess 
that Ue^ alone, *is Lord to the glory of God the 
Father.

YiM haseehosen, Rev. Sir, to select for yonr point of attack, tbe 
Apostrtid IWfity of oar Doctrines, and the legitimacy of 4ior saeoes- 
ston. When yon shall have learned to qm» aq^ament instead of 
assertion, to dedoce conclusions from estabUsbed premises<^foc the 

' process of induction wbich yoo have adopts, seems derived from 
aome Biblesciiool Master, or Jompln|f ^'Sponoder of thn Wosrd.'' 
When yon shall have been tbas'schooied^ I may deem yoar ri«- 
sonings on the subject worthy of refatation. If I were< disposed 
farther to characterise yoor late forieas effusion, J would say In tlw 
words of ibe inspired penmaof "you are a murmurer afid a eovk* 

' plainer^ walking according to your' own desires, and ifour mouth 
speaketh great swelling words of vanity, Aacfag men^s persons in 
admiration for gain's sake.':'* I would say oi it in yoar own chaste 
and beauteous phraseology, that it was ** like tbe kollow sound of an 

^ empty drom'M or what in vulgar parlance Is calM liliabolero* Kvery 
eye Ibat can behold, and every mind that i&t(/ contemplate .the Catholic 
Church, Sir, will mark the effulgent impresa of ber Divine Founder. 
She alone ciia ascend, by the unbroken series of her Pastortf, to tbe 
days of the Redeemer. — She alone can number among ber children 
those holy and iliostriooa men, about whom tiie mind lingers in fond 
raveceQtiaJ admiration -^men who stand forth amid the darkness of 
antiqoity, as lights set upon the tops of moonlalos, to gtiide poor 
erring mortals to the house ef unity and peace. The martyr at tb» 
fiiiC^e, resigned and calm— the tender virgin amid the ausiciitiea of the

'Tbas are noanifestlj faiBIled in ber the promises of ttie Redeemer^ tbat 
,*'the Crates of heU should not prevail against ket^* and that *' Be 
would be with her always even to the end of the world.*' " There are 
naoy things/^ says St. Aoprostine. ** which keeps lae in tbe bosoei of 
the Catbolio Cborch. Tbe agreement ol dIfPerent people and nationa 
keeps me there. The aathority esfabllsbed by Miracles, noarisbed by 
hope; increased by charity and confirmed by antiqnity^ keeps me 
there. The soccession of Bishops in Ibe Sae of St. Peter tbe Apostle, 
(to whom oar Lord, after his resurrection, committed bis sheep fo be 
fed.) down to the present Bishop, keeps me there. Finally, tbe very 
naine Uatbolic which, among so many Heresies tbb Chonsb alone 
possessed, keeps me there.^** 

Here, Rer. Sir, are evidences of Apostoliclty ; or if they be not, 
lirh^re are they to be foand ? Is it in yoar Church or Conventicle ? A h. 
Sir, there waslni's origin and progress, loo mnob of baman pastion, 
end homan frailty; too maoh of pride and rereng^e ; too ra nob of 
last and goHlevolence to be tbe Church, *' without spot ot wtinkle*-^ 
the chaste aiid retiring Spouse ot Christ. Its origin is too recent, and 
lifi geneological roli too stinted to reach np to the Apostles. To tbe 
discerning eye, tbe seeds of division and destrncclon, have loni; 
appeared gerqaiuHting in her bosom. Her Hierarchy are, as it were, a 
SHi>le59 branch, erst loped off the Parent Stock, and never re-inserted ; 
and we have the evidence of history that she was engendered in civil 
oomiBotion, and nortareit ii^ blood ; and that voiuptnoasness, rapine, 
and massacre, ministered to ber erection. 

In yoar late Bibiical Manifesto yon exclaim, *' Rav.' Sirs^ yon are 
the praetioal snccessors of Mahomet ! Tbe sword or ' thei Koran was 
bis war-cry/* Bat, Sir, it yon had ever read any thing on tbesnbjei^, 
and tbatyoo reflected bat a little, yoo would have discovered that Pro- 
testantism A, Mahomeianisro, are lilie as twin brothers, to' Pagsm sa- 
jperstitions and Heathen pbyiofiopby. Mahomet, to give form and 
' fpAslbility to his scheme, wisely united much of moral troth' and 
Christian excellence. ''The Uoformers'*, embodied in. their s^yitinii

France England, Scotland 
and Ireland, present* details ol bloodsiied, massacre and, woe, from 
which the heat c recoils with borrpr. Is it not notoripas too, that in 
these oor own times, a perseoation no less oroiel than the sword, one 
bot Ibe less heart- rondini^ and inhoman beoaase it it bloodless, i:f|roiDg 
forward in this coantry, wherever ** the Reformation'* hambog has been 
eot ap. Tbe Bible or the Sword is now the ery. You yoarsetf. 
Rer, Sir, have been known to say to thoae who have been proof 
gainst yoar reformed address and insidioas meekness, *' OonU forget 
the injonctibna of yoar Landlord.** Now, at this momehl, while 1 
pea tbese linaat an event ia passing which illustrates the troth of ny 
obse^vaCioos. Tbelaat remains o( a man who bad been upwards of 
aevenly years a Protestant, bdt who lately, in despite of yoar reformed 
preachment, conformed to tbe Catholic Church, are jQsit aboiit to be 
oomoDiltted tolbeir kindred day. Six days before bis death h^ re- 
.'oeived tbe sef raments pf the Catholic Church. The Holy Sacrtfii^o 
of the Itfass was offered for biio at his own bouse, tbp day after l{e 
)kad been seized with Ms lest illness. But on the daj[ of his burial, 
his brothers and kinsfolk assembled, and declared, wltli teats in their 
eyes^ that if the Priest shoold officiate at tbe funeral, it'WOuId prove 
rainous to tbera and their children. Pray, Rev. Sir, ^(rhOai Ibiuk you
